“The change of climate iessened the ef- 
_ fects of the fevers and improved the condi- 
tion of the men. As a consequence, the only 
Sickness which can be attributed to this 
camp is dysentery, or lesser troubles, which 
may have been caused by thé change of diet 
or water. 


Typhoid Is Certain. 


“So far none of the fevers has been in- 
digenous to the camp, but if the men remain 
they will certainly be attacked with typhoid 

Fever. This will be due to the germs which 

they will get in the water. For a time this 

| camp will be a healthy one, but in a few 

weeks the typhoid fever gefms from the 

sinks and cesspools, now scattered so thick- 

ly about, will permeate the earth and con- 
taminate the water supply. 

“To make this place healthy we should 
have 2 system of drainage which would 
carry % all these germs, but to build 
such vid cost a large sum, owing to the 
extent vt the camp.“ 

Dr. Senn thinks that within a ‘month 
every person suffering from typhiod fever 

in the camp will have recovered or have 
died and that by the time the conditions 
begin to look as if they had improved there 
' will come the period of greatest danger. 
The precautions taken are almost useless, 
according to Dr. Senn. 

Dr. Brown, who is the executive head of 
the general hospital, differs with Dr. Senn 
and says there is little or no danger, that 
the precautions are ample, and that at the 
worst it would take months for the con- 
ditions which Dr. Senn foretells to prevail.

a transport lying in harbor with quarantined 
troops aboard. If Secretary Alger had not 
come to Montauk a few days ago, I might 
have aided you.“ 

Mrs. Turner's mind was suddenly diverted 
when she saw the two chief surgeons of 
Colonel Turner’s regiment. 

“Dr. Willard,” she cried, ‘‘ don’t you see 
me? Dr. Roberts—come here both of you.” 

The doctors turned, beheld the speaker, and 
with shouts almost boyish, they began to run 
toward her, plowing their way through the 
sand. They were less than ten feet away 
when they were halted by Dr. Magruder. 

“You must remember, gentlemen, that 


vou are in quarantine,” he said. “ Don't 
come any nearer. By rights I shouldn't allow 
you to speak to each other.“ 


He smiled, however, and there was no 
sternness in his yoice. 
„Dr. Magruder,“ pleaded Mrs. Turner,. I 
must find out about the regiment and my 
husband. How is Colonel Turner, and how 
are the boys?” 

Major Willard was the spokesman, 

Health of the Regiment Good. _ 

“ Colonel Turner is well and vigorous,” he 
sal. The health of the regiment is better 
than we have had any reason to expect. We 


have landed nearly 200 sick men, but the 


number of serious. cases is small. Almost 
all the men now on shere are nearly recov-- 
ered. 

Not a man escaped fever and few dysen- 
tery, but the whole regiment is improving 
now. The sea voyage did the boys no 
harm. 

“Army rations are not wholesome food 
for the sick, but now that we have good 
hospital facilities at hand weakened consti- 


,tutions will be built up rapidly. The offi- 


cers are in reasonably good heakh without 
any exceptions. Everybody will be off by 
the boat tomorrow night.“ 

He was interrupted by Mrs. Turner, who 
told him that his wife and Mrs. Roberts 
also would reach Montauk tomorrow. : 

The doctors entered upon a discussion of 
family affairs, but were recalled to Mon- 
tauk matters of fact by Dr. Magruder. 

“TI can’t let you talk any longer,“ he said, 
* You were separated by five feet when you 
began to talk and now you are only two feet 
apart.“ * 

Questions were asked and answered while 
the medical men were slowly withdrawing. 
Both appeared in good health, though much 
reduced in flesh. They went direct to the 
hospital to share with the camp nurses the 
care of their men. The last words from Dr. 
Roberts concerned provisions and the neces- 
sity of keeping away from the detention 
camp, when it should be established. 

Dont come near us, he said, and don’t 
try to send any supplies on board the ship 
before it unloads.” 


. Turner Asks for Supplies. 

Colonel Turner in a postscript to his let- 
ter, as printed above, listed as needed sup- 
plies in agreement with the doctor, tapioca, 
eago, malted milk, jelly, soups, soft and 
graham crackers, and oatmeal. 

Ptevious to her experience with the health 
officers, Mra Turner visited General Wheeler 
in the effort to secure the desired permission 
to board a tug and steam within hailing dis- 
tamce. In the turmoil of business in which 
thescommandant is involved continuously 
he misunderstood her request apparently. 

At any rate he gave ready assent, and in- 
structed an aid to draw up the order.

Mrs. Turner left General 
Wheeler's headquarters to witness the 
pitiable spectacle of the unloading of the 
Vigilant, the meeting with the doctors cast- 
ing the only light of pleasure on a dark 
scene.

Arrival of the Berlin. 

The first official information regarding the 
arrival of the Berlin in port was a brief mes- 
sage from General Bates, division com- 
mander, to General Wheeler, commander at 
Camp Wikoff, which was received at head- 
quarters about 9 o'clock. The Berlin had 
been at anchor then about two hours. As 
it sailed past the point a passing tug was 
halled and the dispatch thrown aboard when 
the tug eame alongside. It was sent to 
the Bureau of Information by a corporal and 
transmitted by wire to General Wheeler’s 
headquarters on the hill. 

General Bates message was as follows; 

I have the pleasure to report my arrival 
on the transport Berlin with First Illinois 
Volunteers, numbering thirty-five officers and 
735 men; Majors Woodruff, Ives, and I 
and Lieutenant Reeves and my staff. Fifty- 
one members of the Ninth and Twentieth 
Infantry. There was one death aboard this 
morning—Private Waldron, Company A, 
First Illinois Volunteers, who died from 
typhoid fever. The sick number fifteen, and 
are doing well. A fireman, member of the 
crew, died at sea.

Not a man fakere& Whatever 
our feelings were, we kept on until we 
reached the firing line and trenches.” — 


First’s Bravery Proved.

A whole company was removed from the 
rest of the regiment and left alone to fight 
out the fever which had attacked it as a 
body. For that matter, the whole regiment 
might as well have been in a detention 
camp. For awhile every one, from the 
Colonel down, was a sick man from fever.” 


TELLS HOW GRIFFITH DIED. 


Comrade Says the Sergeant’s 
Life Was Sacrificed in Guard- 
ing Yellow Fever Hospital. 


Camp Wikoff, Montauk Point, L. I., Aug. 
30.—{Special.]—The story of the death of 
Sergeant Griffith at the yellow fever camp 
in Siboney has been revived by the return 
of the First Illinois. Comrades who went 
into hospital discussed his case freely. . 

„Sergeant Griffith,” said one young sol- 
dier, ‘himself a convalescent from yellow 
fever, “died at Siboney because his life was 
sacrificed. We knew that he and the men 
with him got death orders when they were 
left behind to guard the yellow fever hos- 
pital. It had to be Griffith or some one else. 
If privates went a non-commissioned officer 
had to go. He is dead, and buried by his 
side lie the majority of his guard detail. 
Every man who did guard duty at the hos- 
pital was seized with yellow fever. A few 
recovered. 


COMFORTS FORTURNER'S MEN 


Tug Raymond Leaves New Vork 


with Loads of Good Things for 
the First Illinois. 


New York, Aug. 30.—[Special.]—Heavily 
laden with medicines, clothing, and deli- 
cacies for the sick of the First IIlinois, the 
tug Raymond left pier No. 17, East River, 
this -efterneon, threaded its way through 
the crowded harbor, and once clear of the 
shipping steamed away on its errand of 
mercy. It will reach Camp Wikoff tomor- 
row afternoon. On board were H. W. Me- 
Claughry of Joliet, W. A. Bond, and the 
other members of the Chicago committee, 
who have been unceasing in their efforts to 
alleviate the sufferings of the sick soldiers 
now at Camp Wikoff. 

The Raymond will stop at New London, 
where it is to take on a supply of ice and 
bread, and then full speed will be made 
straight for Montauk and the sufferers. 

Permission has been secured from the of- 
ficials at Washington to board at once the 
transport Berlin which brought the com- 
mand from Santiago, but the members of 
the committee, judging from the news re- 
ceived in this city just before the boat 
sailed, think that all of Colonel Turner's 
men will be in the detention camp by the 
time the Raymond ties up to the pier of 
Camp Wikoff. 

The Raymond is one of the swiftest and 
largest sea-going tugs in, New York har- 
bor, yet its roomy hold was found scarcely 
large enough to contain the stores collected 
in this city and those sent on by friends 
and relatives of the men from Chicago. 


The tug carries the following supplies, 
recommended by Dr. Nicholas Senn: 


Four hundred bottles of ginger ale, 400 bottles of 


‘apollinaris, six bottles of brandy, four dozen of 


beer, one box of lemons, four boxes of oranges, ten 
allons of milk, two dosen condensed milk, two 
ozen champagne pints, one basket radishes, one 
can of creamery butter, and eighty loaves of 
French bread. 

In addition to these there are bundles of 
clothing and boxes of delicacies brought all 
the way from Chicago by Mrs. Turner and 
the members of the committee who met Mr. 
Bond in New York and joined with him in 
the work of relief for the volunteers from 
the Western city. 

The tug was a last resort. It had been the 
intention of the committee to ship the sup- 
plies to the camp by rail, but Mr. Bond 
soon realized that to send perishable goods 
and articles for the want of which the sol- 
diers were in sore distress over the con- 
gested single track road that leads to the 
military camp would be to dump jhem into 
a chaos from which they could not be ex- 
tricated until too late to be of use. So the 
tug that is now steaming swiftly down the 
sound was secured. Loaded to the guards, 
it is plowing its way on its errand of mercy. 


DEATH OF CORPORAL WALDRON 


Member of Company A Passes 
Away in Sight of Land—Anx- 
iety of Friends. .

His relatives and friends in this city were 
in great anxfety during the afternoon, hav- 
ing read in the dispatches from Montauk 
Point that Private Waldron of Company 
Chad died just as the Berlin was entering 
the bay, and fearing that the Waldron of 
Company C was only a misprint for their 
own kinsman. But they hoped against 
hope, though the rolls of the First, as they 
were copied in Chicago, showed no Private 
Waldron of Company C. They pinned their 


trust to the fact that many men enlisted in 


the First at Camp Tanner, after the troops 
left Chicago, and they persisted in believ- 
ing that Joseph Waldron would be found 
to be alive, and that his unfortunate name- 
sake who had died was one of the late re- 
cruits in the regiment. And through all 
their hopeful refusal to believe the worst 
ran a strain of heartfelt sympathy for the 
unknown friends of that Private Waldron 
of Company C.“ whose bitter grief over 
their soldier dead Joseph's friends could 
only too easily imagine. 

Late dispatches from Camp Wikoff, how- 
ever, made it certain that the dead soldier 
was Corporal Joseph Waldroh of Company 
A, and that there was no “ Private Waldron 
of Company C” in the First. Joseph Wal- 
dron’s friends will learn of his death this 
morning.

ROANOKE CARRIES LARGEST CARGO 
OF THE SEASON. 


Two Million Dollars’ Worth of the 
Precious Metal Brought Down by 
the Returning Miners and Two Mil- 
lions Belongs to the Trading Com- 
pany—Robbery on Board Causes Ex- 
citment Among the Passengers— 
$25,000 Taken. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 30.—[Spectal. ]—Eight 
tons of gold, worth nearly $4,000,000, was 
brought to Seattle this morning by the 
steamer Roanoke, the largest gold cargo 
that Per came out of the Klondike or any 
other mining camp in the history of this 
country. 

Two millions of it belongs to the rich 
North American Transportation and Trad- 
ing company, and consisted for the greater 
part of the accumulated treasure at its 
Dawson trading port. A shipment of 
$600,000, consigned to the local assay office, 
came from the Dawson branch of the Cana- 
dian Bank of Commerce. 

The balance was in the hands of about 100 
of the 500 passengers on board, whose hold- 
ings ran from $50,000 to $1,000. 

Interest was added to the arrival of the 
richest treasure vessel of the year by the 
fact that a big robbery had been committed 
on board, and that the gold was supposed to 
de in possession of some of the passengers 
or crew.

Curtailment in Navy. 


By the way, the recent annulment by the 
Czar of the special credit of $9,000,000 for 
an increase of the Russian navy was the 
first sign that he was imposing his will on 
Muravieff. That annulment was offered as 
an earnest of his sincere desire for peace to 
the British government, which at that time, 
despite the solemn assurances conveyed 
through the royal family, had begun to be- 
lieve the promised manifesto was only one 
of Muravieff’s devices for effecting his de- 
signs in China. 

“You ask my opinion of the ultimate 
effects-of the Czar’s action. I believe it is 
one of those events which mark an epoch 
in the history of civilization. If it is de- 
cried, it will not bear fruit immediately, but 
it constitutes a new starting point in history. 
In international relations its moral effects 
have been instantaneous. Its practical ef- 
fects will prove of slower growth, but will 
be irrevocable.”’ 


Look for Hidden Motive.

JOURNAL AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
London, Aug. 30.—Nearly every statesman 
in Europe has refused to comment on the 
Czar's disarmament proposition. Scarcely 
an official utterance has been obtained in any 
capital for the simple reason that every 


diplomatist is trying first to fathom the 


Czar's hidden motive, and all are sure there 
is a motive concealed. 

England’s next greatest leader after Lord 
Salisbury inspired a cynical article in a Lon- 
don newspaper today showing that the Czar’s 
proposition was a shrewd move made neces- 
sary by the increasing physical degenericy 
of the Russian race. The following facts 
quoted prove it: The death rate in Moscow 
the week ending Juiy 27 was 44 per 1,000, 
which is more than three times that of Lon- 
don. In many Russian districts the rate is 
70. In 203 Russian cities the death rate 


minimum is 33 and the maximum 171 per 


1,000. Eminent authorities are quoted to 
show that disease is decidedly increasing in 
virulence and the process of degeneration is 
in full swing. Tolstoi says: Russia is ut- 
terly ruined by drunkenness and dishon- 
esty.”’ 


Men Unfit for the Army. : 


There is increasing difficulty if finding 
young men fit to serve in the Russian army. 
In one year the number of men whe became 
liable to military service was 870,000. The 
government only needed 260,000. But the 
material was so wretched that it could not 
enroll even that number. In another year 
103,000 recruits had been sent back as physi- 
cally unfit for military service. As for the 
navy only the other day the news came from 
Odessa that Russia was finding the greatest 
difficulty in recruiting her marine from the 
seaport towns, and was compelled to fall 
back on the clumsy, stupid peasants of the 
interior.

General Miles Not Deposed. 


When Secretary Alger was asked if the 
telegram informing Genera! Shafter that he 
was not to be superseded deposed General 
Miles he said: 

“It did not. General Miles was not de- 
posed.”’ 

The friends of General Miles believes that 
he will ask for a court of inquiry immediate- 
ly upon his return from Porto Rico. The 
main question at issue is whether General 
Miles commanded the army Santiago and 
‘whether General Shafter was warranted in 
his communication to General Miles of July 
17, in which he told the commanding General 


that he was not to be superseded by General 
Miles. 

The Secretary of War, however, made the 
positive statement today that General Miles 
had not been deposed. This being the case 
General Miles may well inquire by what 
right, in the absence of an order, the com- 
munication was sent from the War depart- 
ment advising General Shafter that he was 
not superseded by the General commanding 
the army in the person of General Miles.

London, Aug. 30.—Andrew Carnegie, who is 

now at Skibo Castle, Scotland, has written 
gp letter to English newspapers suggesting 
an exchange of the Philippines for the Brit- 
ish West Indies, with coaling stations re- 
tained by each government, and the open 
door preserved for both by treaty. 

Mr. Carnegie says: “Isee in the proposed 
exchange relief from grave dangers for the 
United States and for Great Britain—relief in 
regard to the West Indies, which, in some 
aspects, is more important than even now 

; and finally, a close drawing to- 
gether of the bonds between the two 
branches of the race which is bound to tell in 
the unknown future. 

“Of course the exchange could not be 
¢hought of against the wishes of the in- 
habitants. The republic would be as loath 
to receive unwilling citizens as the monarchy 
would be averse to giving them up. 

It, as now seems probable, Cuba becomes 
g State in the American union by the action 
of the Spanish-Cubans themselves, who fear 
independence, the position of the British 
West Indies will be more hopeless than 
ever. Were Cuba’s products to reach the 
american market free of duty there seems 
nothing but ruin left for the unfortunate 
islands shut out from the only market which 
can bring them prosperity. 

“The fact that a friendly exchange of pos- 
sessions, mutually beneficial and desired 
by both, had been made by the two branches 
of our race at the present juncture would 
tell the rest of the world without words 
that there is something in race patriotism, 
that blood is thicker than water, and that in 
mo race is it thicker than in that which 
epeaks the English tongue. Its/significance 
could not easily be overrated.”

A crowd of boys stoned the Morrill twins 
last evening as the two evangelists and a 
party of friends were returning in a gospel 
wagon from a revival meeting in Oak 
Park. A crowd of urchins had gathered 
at Warren and Sacramento avenues, and as 
the vehicle passed they greeted its occu- 
pants with shouts and a volley of stones. 

One of the missiles struck Miss Susie 
Post, one of the party, in the forehead. As 
Miss Post screamed with pain the Rev. 
Herbert Morrill jumped from the vehicle 
and ran for the boys. They scattered right 
and left, but their pursuer caught one of 
them. He let him go, however, after ad- 
ministering a severe rebuke. 

Miss Post’s wound was not severe, though 
for a time it bled freely. She was taken to 
her house, 1426 West Madison street. 

Several times: the evangelists have been 
the target for various assaults by small 
boys and roughs. Last night their vehicle 
was struck by several stones and pleces 
of brick. The first volley was closely fol- 
lowed by a second, in which Miss Post was 
injured.

URGES GREAT BRITAIN TO ACT. 


Chinese Official Deplores Russian Ag- 
gression and Says England Should 
Take Up the Sword. ; 


Peking, Aug. 30.—A high member of the 
Chinese Foreign office, who a British 
sympathizer, complained in the course of a 
recent interview that Great Britain's as- 
surances of; support against Russian ag- 
gression were belated. 

“Why,” asked this functionary, “‘ with- 
hold such a declaration until Russia had se- 
cured Port Arthur and France obtained con- 
siderable concessions in the sotuh? The 
disintegration of the empire has begun, 
and today the necessity for strong action is 
less urgent than when Russia first obtained 
a foothold.” 

He admitted that China had broken h 
promises to England, but this, he a 
was because Russian pressure was too 
strong to be resisted. He compldined of 
British ignorance of Russia's line of ac- 
tion,“ and asked: Why does not Ergland 
approach Russia directly with a declaration 
that Russia’s interference in China will be 

ed as a casus belli? It is useless to 
punish helpless China and to participate in 
the disintegration of the empire. The For- 
eign Office prefers that British influence 
should be paramount, but it is unable-to do 
arent unless England helps, with sword

when the rain falls in such deluges that 
nothing but a well constructed house can 
withstand it. 

There are more than 1,200 sick soldiers on 
the island and the list grows fast. 

The construction of proper barracks in 
time to be of service seems impossible. 
There are thousands of acres of virgin forest 
here, but few if any sawmills, so that the 
only reniedy—according to those who have 
observed matters here from the start—is to 
transport the men home with the least possi- 
ble delay. 

General Henry’s division, which is per- 
manently encamped at Utuado, forty-five 
miles north and in the heart of the moun- 
tains, is in the most perilous position trom 
a health point of view. The rains there are 
fearful in quantity and frequency, and the 
hot sun burns in its intensity. There are no 
comforts to be had, even for money—ice, for 
one thing, being unknown. 

A native there would not know what to do 
with a piece of ice, since he has never seen 
any of it. A wagon, no matter how light, 
cannot cross the mountains from the south 
coast. The north coast is in possession of 
the Spanish, and the road to Arecibo, the 
next town to the north, is poor. 

The division consists of the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts, the Sixth Illinois, four companies 
of the Nineteenth Infantry, regulars, and a 
detachment of regular cavalry. 

It is probable that the soldiers, if they were 
recalled to Ponce, would end the terrible 
march over the mountains completely ex- 
hausted, and would be food for the many 
diseases prevailing there. There are more 
than a dozen hospitals of various kinds In 
Ponce, and the situation here, while bad 
enough, is not yet desperate. 

The Spanish military prison, a fine and im- 
posing brick building on @ hillside, was 
found on the invasion to be splendidly 
equipped and was pronounced by expercs 
to be first-class and up to date. 

It is still necessary to conduct several fleld 
hospitals here, and the sick do not fare well 
in them. The patients are transferred to 
better places as fast as there is room for 


them. 
EIGHTH REGIMENT HEARD FROM 


Governor Tanner Has a. Letter from 
Colonel Marshall Reporting 
All Well. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 30.—[{Special. ]—Gov- | 
ernor Tanner today received his first official 
information relating to the Eighth Regi- 
ment. The message, signed by Colonel 
Marshall, states that there are eight men 
sick, but that otherwise the health of the 
command is good. It reads as follows: 

“ Santiago, Aug. 18.—Headquarters Eigh 
IlMnois Infantry, United States Volunteers. 
ro his Excellency, Governor John R. Tan- 
ner — Sir: I have the honor to report the 
arrival of the Elghth Illinois Infantry, 
United States Volunteers, at Santiago. I 
arrived here with 1,195 enlisted men and 
forty-six officers. We have eight men sick, 
others ali right. 

“We are camped on the battlefield about 
two miles out. Dead Spanish soldiers are 
being burned on the hill about a quarter ofa 
mile from us. Others are buried all over the 
place, some with their feet and hands stick- 
ing out, buzzards picking the flesh off their 
bones. It has rained ever since we ar- 
rived. One battalion, under command of 
Colonel Johnson, left yesterday for San Luis, 
and I will leave this afternoon for the same 


“ The regiment will stay there. I reported 
to General Lawton. He said the First Bat- 
talion was the best, and made a better ap- 
pearance than any of the volunteers. Their 
discipline was excellent, and he knew the 
regiment would take care of San Luis. This 
is dirty.

The Inter Ocean has long been in the 


questions. At the same time it calls it- 
self 2 Republican paper and asserts, with 
shameless vigor, that the disreputable 
policies it advocates are in accordance with 
the doctrines of that party. Thus in 1896 


which it miscalled “ bimetallism.“ It ad-

He and one other delegate stood alone in 
their advocacy of a policy which, if it had 
been followed by the delegation and the 
convention, would have defeated the Re- 
publican party and put Bryan where Mc- 
Kinley is now. 

Subsequently the Inter Ocaan changed 
hands. It is controlled now by one whose 
aim is to secure street privileges of 
enormous value without giving sufficient 
compensation therefor. The Inter Ocean, 
obedient to his orders, insists now that the 
members of the Legislature who voted for 
the Allen law shall be whitewashed and re- 
elected by the Republican party. To vote 
for them is called evidence of devotion to 
Republicanism. 

Tue TRIBUNE refuses to aid in this white- 
washing of unfaithful members of the 
Legislature. For that reason it is accused 
of not being a Republican paper. It is 
charged with attempting to ruin the Re- 
publican party because it has censured 
members of the party who have been false 
to it. It is denounced as false to Re- 
publieanism because it will not condone 
offenses which no party can indorse and 
live. 

Last Sunday’s Inter Ocean contained a 
virulent assault on THe Trisune. The 
reason was the persistent hostility of the 
latter to the Allen law and those who voted 
for it. The excuse was the condemnation 
by it of the inefficiency and good for nothing- 
ness of the Secretary of War. TRR 
TrisungE, like most other American 
journals, has sympathized with the starved, 
ill-treated volunteer soldiers allowed to 
die uncared for in pestilential camps and 
ill-equipped hospitals. It has censured the 
Secretary for not putting a stop to these 
horrors and not making immediate investi- 
gation to discover who is responsible for the 
outrageous offenses against the volunteers 
already reported. 

The Inter Ocean rushes to the defense 
of Alger, in order to have an excuse for 
accusing of “treachery to the Republican 
party a paper which refuses to admit 
that Republicanism and legislative corrup- 
tion are synonymous. ‘The frightful sut- 
ferings of the volunt are called com- 
plaints of sick soldiers,“ vances of dis- 
gruntled officers,” and “ lies of ignorant cor- 
respondents.” Editorially the Inter Ocean 
asserts that nothing censurable has hap- 
pened, the camps and hospitals have been 
properly managed, the Secretary of War 
has been wonderfully. efficient, and any 
paper which criticises him must be an 
“ enemy of the Republican party.” 

And yet, while the Inter Ocean is making 
such statements editorially, its news col- 
umns tell a different story. They are not 
edited carefully and suppressively. Dis- 
patches are allowed to appear descriptive 
of the frightful state of affairs at Camp 
Thomas. The water is so bad that “all 
troops arriving there are at once affected 
with continuous diarrhea.” The bad ad- 
-ministration of affairs at Camp Wikoff is 
mentioned in the news columns. But the 
editorial management, indifferent to the 
news the;paper prints, asserts that every- 
thing is going smoothly everywhere and 
that “ no self-respecting man should 
allow a paper which says otherwise to 
“enter his office or his home.” 

If Tus Tarom had defended Alger the 
Inter Ocean would have denounced him 
and would have abused this paper for in- 
difference to the welfare of the soldiers. 
It would have been no more sincere in its 
denunciation than it is now in its defense. 
The Inter Ocean cares nothing for Alger 
or the volunteers. Its sole motive is a 
desire to hit at a paper which will not 
indorse the legislative candidates whose re- 
election the Inter Ocean favors for business 
not party reasons.

ADVANCING ON KHARTUM. 

The British army under General Kitch- 
ener is nearing Omdurman on its road to 
Khartum. It should reach the former 
place by the beginning of next week. The 
dervishes are expected to make a stand 
there. General Kitchener has 26,000 men. 
Of these 6,000 are British regulars. The 
remainder are trained and diseſplined 
Egyptians. They are well officered, and it 
is believed they can be depended on. They 
are no longer the faint hearted rabble that 
served under Hicks Pasha. How many 
men the Mahdi will be able to muster is un- 
known. Many of the tribesmen who used 
to obey him have revolted, nor do the der- 
vishes fight as desperately as they did ten 
years ago. 

There is no reason to doubt their defeat 
in the battle. which will probably be fought 
about Sunday. Then the British forces 
will push on to Khartum with as little delay 

as possible. But it is intimated that when 

that tmportant point has been occupied new 
complications will arise. The French and 
Russian governments will “ diplomatically 
inquire” what England’s intentions are. 
Those governments are not in a state of 
ignorance, however. They know that 
the scheme of Great Britain is to get con- 
trol of the Soudan and unite its Egyptian 
with its East African possessions, so that 
in due time it may be able to run a railroad 
through its own territory from the Cape of 
Good Hope to Alexandria. 

The French and Russian governments 
view these projects with disfavor. They 
waut to see Great Britain out of Egypt, but 
the more extqpsive are the territorial ac- 


Nile the less the probability that it will ever 
get out. Great Britain will not state its 
rea] intentions. It will reply diplomatic- 
ally that it intends to get out of Egypt ulti- 
mately, but cannot set the date. But the 
Czar has just given evidence of his pacific 


Alsposition by proposing a general disarm- 


ament. - Therefore the probabilities are 
that if Great Britain returns a diplomatic 
reply to the inquiry as to its intentions he 
will not press the inquiry, provided there is 
no interference with his Chinese absorption 
policy. 


THE “ Loacic 
OF THE 
SITUATION.” 


The London Times states 
that the strong personnel“ 
of the American Peace Com- 
missioners must be taken as 
** concurrence by the Presi- 
dent in the inclination of the Republican 
party toward a policy of colonial expansion.“ 
The same view is taken at Madrid, and the 
Spanish government is less hopeful than it 
was of its ability to get back the Philippines. 
The Times is also of the opinion that if the 
President—who it is hinted has gone so far as 
to favor the retention of the entire Island of 
Luzon—“ is resolved upon holding something 
beyond Manila, the logic of the situation will 
probably lead him to decide to occupy the 
whole archipelago.’’ Otherwise, as the Times 
points out, Spain will attempt to relieve itself 
of the islands it is allowed to retain ' in a 
manner which will be little acceptable to 
the United States. In other words, Spain will 
sell those islands to European powers for 
what they will fetch and the money received 
for them will not be turned over to the United 
States. Then various European powers 
which may not be good neighbors will be 
strongly intrenched in the Philippines. The 
“logic of the situation is clear to the 
Times. So is it tomost Americans who have 
given the subject any thought. It should be 
plain to the President. 


A CANCER IN THE BODY POLITIC. 

The figures recently given in Tit 
TRIBUNE on the cost of maintaining 
the standing armies of Europe, and show- 
ing the vast number of men on the pay 
rolls in time of peace, remind one of 
the American pension rolls. What the 
European nations are paying for stand- 
ing armies we are paying for a sitting army. 
What they are paying for present armies 
we-are paying for past armies. A_ full 
third of a century after the seced- 
ing slaveholders’ rebellion we have 1,046,- 
oO pensioners on the nation’s pay rolls, at 
a present expenditure of $160,000,000 per 
annum, in time of peace. This is a terri- 
ble cancer on the body politic. 

Who are these pensioners? Where do 
they come from at a time thirty-five to 
thirty-eight years after the close of the 
war? The number of able bodied men who 
performed actual military service would 
not furnish half the present number draw- 
ing pensions. Whence, then, comes this 
vast army of dependents? 

The simple fact is that during the civil 
wur the examining surgeons allowed every- 
thing in the semblance of a man to pass 
and be mustered into the service. In this 
way the several calls and conscfiptions 
for more and more men were filled and 
the drafts satisfied through bounty 
purchase. Here is where the pension evils 
for che future half century were bred. 
Nearly one-half of all the men entered 
on the army rolls were weak, diseased, 
incapable men, who were not fit for army 
service and never could be. They could 
not stand a march in the South, carry- 
ing their weapons, ammunition, knapsacks, 
blankets, and rations, in summer weather 
or any other kind of weather, for a single 
month, week, or day. They were unsound 
to begin with and no amount of drilling 
could ever make them sound or of any 
earthly use to the government. They could 
never have earned much in their regular 
occupations, for they were broken down, 
some by disease, some by excess. After 
being mustered in by the army surgeons 
they were shortly mustered out again for 
physical inability to perform a soldier's 
severe duties, and were sent home or died 
in the hospitals. For that colossal error 
the nation has been paying through the nose 
ever since. 

In this process of weeding out there was a 
shrinkage of more than 40 per cent from 
whole regiments, and the remaining 60 
per cent or less did the marching and 
the fighting and put down the rebellion. 
The real fighters and their families called 
for but a small share of the pensions after 
the war. But the incapable, unfit men, who 
had physical weaknesses and infirmities 
before they enlisted, were put on the 
pension rolls at once, and when they died 
their wives were put on, and their minor 
children, tens of thousands of whom were 
married and capable of supporting them- 
selves, and others of whom were born 
after the war was over. Thus the pension 
rolls have been replenished and swollen, 
till now they number 1,046,000 pensioners, 
aud the ery is; Still they come. 

The “dependent” pension bill of eight 
years ago added hundreds of thousands 
of pensioners to the rolls and increased 
gteatly the amount to be paid by the tax- 

, payers for services never performed. 
In this bill the demagogue politicians and 
the careless army doctors clasped hands 
across the years, The alleged claims of 
the “dependents” were made possible by 
the doctors who had certified unsuitable

And the bill did pass, getting 
the votes of all the members of Congress 
who felt that way in their greed for the. 
sweets of public office. 

Nothing but the great wealth-producing 
power of this country has enabled it to 
stand this enormous burden imposed upon 
it by demagogue Congressmen. 
people have borne it as cheerfully as they 


could for the sake of the brave men who 


did fight and do their duty in the hour of 
the nation’s peril, but the smaller this de- 
voted body of veterans grows, the larger 
looms the list of unrighteous claims against 
the Treasury. Theg@pation will not be as 
patient under this increasing burden as it 
has been in the past. 


If one-tenth of the stories 
BRUTALAND told of the incompetency 
INCOMPETENT and neglect of duty dis- 
SURGEONS. played by men holding com- 
missions in the United 


States army are true, the occupants of these 


positions should be summarily drummed out 
of camp or more severely punished. A case 
in point is that of a doctor who, according to 
a report from Camp Wikoff, had been allow- 
ing the sick under his charge to go without 
medicines because, as he explained, he had 
only one horse to bring the medicines for 
which he had made requisition upon the 
post surgeon, when he needed three. As a 
consequence he got none at all. General 
Wheeler sensibly told the incompetent 
surgeon that if he “ hadn't sense enough to 
send his one horse three times for the medl- 
cine he had no business there,“ and he would 
have been justiffed in ordering him under 
arrest on the spot. Such cases of indiffer- 
ence on the part of incompetent and unfeel- 
ing wretches who are at ease with men dying 
around them deserve the severest punish- 
ment, and the fact that General Wheeler has 
given notice that these inhtman acts must 
cease at Camp Wikoff prowes that he is the 
right man in the right place. The stories of 
neglect coming from Camp Wikoff are only 
second in nendishness to those brought by 


some of the returning soldiers from Santiago, 


describing how the lives of their comrades 
were unfeelingly sacrificed. If the wretches 
responsible for this sacrifice of life get their 
deserts there will be a long list of dismissals 
from comfortable berths in the army, though 
these will fall far short of attaining the ends 
of. justice. 


ALGER WANTS NO INVESTIGATION. 

Secretary Alger states that “I can’t see 
what call there is for an investigation.” 
He does not intend to ask for one, and 
Waile the President has the power to order 
one, the Secretary does not think he will 
exercise that power because “he knows 
what has been done by the department 
aud every step taken has been approved 
by him.” Does the Secretary desire to 
throw on the President the responsibility 
for all that has been done amiss and all 
that has been left undone? It would seem 
so. There has been criminal neglect in 
army camps like those at Chickamauga and 
Montauk Point, and on the transports which 
have brought back the sick men from San- 
tiago. The Secretary seems to be of the 
opinion that there is nothing in these mat- 
ters worth investigation, for “every step 
taken has been approved by the President.” 

The Secretary says that the demand for 
an investigation comes from the news- 
papers alone and that he is not responsi- 
ble to them. They do not run the gov- 
ernment, although some of them seem to 
think they do.” The Secretary asserts 
further that“ I care no more for what the 
newspapers say about me than I do for 
the breezes which blow through the branch- 
es of the trees outside.” That is not true. 
Alger cares a great deal for what the papers 
say. He has not a clear conscience and 
their comments worry him greatly. 

The newspapers are not alone ‘n demand- 
ing an investigation of Alger’s department. 
The soldiers in the hospitals, who are suf- 
fering so unnecessarily, demand it. So do 
their families and the families of the men 
who have died for lack of proper food 
and care which they would have had but 
for somebody’s shameful neglect. When the 
newspapers call for an investigation they 
give utterance to the demand of the incensed 
American people, - 

The Secretary states that “if the news- 
papers want to make an investigation, let 
them go ahead and do so.” They certainly 
will if those who ought to attend to the 
matter fail to do their duty. The news- 
papers are making an incomplete, prelimi- 
nary investigation now. They have 
brought to Aght scores of facts which call 
loudly for investigation in order to fix the 
responsibility for them. The papers will 
not cease their labors because the Secre- 
tary of War treats with indifference the 
revelations already made. In spite of him 
there will be an investigation.

| OF INTEREST FROM EXCHANGES 


First Task of Peace to Hunt Out and 
Punish Officials Responsible for the 
Outrages Against OurSoldiers. 


Amid the cheering and the exultation, ris- 
ing ever above the plaudits which the peo- 
ple heap upon the heroes of a sharp and vic- 
torious war, come with an iteration not 
to be denied; in voices in which sorrow and 
oe struggle for the mastery, these ques- 
tions: 

Who starved our soldiers at the front? 

Who sent our men into the tropic heats and 
rains clothed in wool and shod in paper? 

Who sent them into battle without proper 
complement of surgeons, without suitable 
provision for field hospitals, without even 
enough probes to meet the awful need which 
all must have known would inevitably arise? 

Who is responsible for the insufficiency 
of medical stores? * 

Who sent out crowded troop ships with- 
out enough food for the soldiers? 

Who established and maintained camps at 
utterly unfit points, so that men sickened and 
died of diseases brought on by foul water and 
a miasmatic atmosphere? 

Who is responsible for the death of Lieu- 
tenant Tiffany, by starvation, and for the 
conditions which have surrounded the 
grandson of Nathaniel Hawthorne at Mon- 
tauk Point, as told in yesterday’s Journal? 

By whose fault have our hospital ships 
been made charnel ships, our camps death 
camps, our transports prisons on a starva- 
tion régime? 

It is not enough to point to this or that 
commissary officer, it is trivial to accuse this 
steward of extortion and that of niggardli- 
ness, it is evading the issue to pick out sub- 
ordinates to bear the burden. 

In a homely but expressive phrase it 
may be said that the responsibility for the 
stupid, discreditable, cruel, and murder- 
ous blunders in the medical and commis- 
sary departments of the army is up to the 
War department. 

The nation has given lavishly of its youth 
to this war, which the poople hold was waged 
in a holy cause. For the conduct of the cam- 
paigns there is no word but praise. For 
the bravery of our sailors and soldiers no 
language of applause meets fully our needs. 
We honor the survivors, and we revere the 

‘memories of those who fell. But even with 
peace there comes a new reckoning to be 
adjusted, a reckoning as grave as that Spain 
invited when her conspirators blew up the 
Maine. With peace comes opportunity to 
discover at what point in our military and 
naval organization incompetence, cupidity, 
and corruption crept in to steal away the 
health and the lives of men dedicated to 
their country’s service. This is the first task 
of peace. It must be prosecuted as relent- 
lessly as was our warfare on Spain. It must 
be carried to the citadel of corruption, as we 
would have carried our flags to the Spanish 
capital had need arisen. From the bedside 
of death we must turn nerved and steeled to 
seek out and punish the murderer. There 
can be as little mercy shown to the guilty 
at Washington as they showed to their vic- 
tims in camps and on ships. Hunt them 
down and bring them sharply to judgment. 

Already it is apparent that official incapac- 
ity slew more of our gallant men than did 
the Spaniards. We have settled with Spain. 

Let us seek out and punish the enemy at 
home.—New York Journal. 


Julian Hawthorne’s Arraignment of 
Alger. 


Editor the Journal, New York City.—Sir: 
In common with some million others, I read 
in your paper of this date an interview with 
Mr. Alger, Secretary of War, regarding the 
condition of things at Camp Wikoff and 
other camps, and in the ships which carried 
our men from Cuba hither. Mr. Alger said, 
among other things: “ Investigations will 
not-help matters any. Of course there have 
been mistakes—grawe mistakes. I realize 
that; weall realize it. But they are 
things of the past; we must give our atten- 
tion to the important work at hand.“ 
From what I have been able to gather of 
Mr. Alger’s character from his acts during 
this war, his remarks, as quoted, are just 
what I should have expected of him. 
Whether he is corrupt, or merely incompe- 
tent, it is not for me to say; I trust we shall 
all know before long. But his own words 
show him to be as yet unconscious of the 
full seriousness of his position and of the 
nature of the feeling in this country about 
what has been done and not done to our 
soldiers. He wants to smooth things over 
and hush them up. So does every one in any 
way connected with the scandals and out- 


rages that have occurred. But the relatives 


and friends of the soldiers who have suffered 
do not wish them smoothed over, hushed up, 
or explained away. They want the guilty 
persons punished, beginning with the head 
of the War department, if he be guilty, and 
going down to the steward of the Mobile, 
if he be guilty. When I say “ the friends 
and relatives of the soldiers I mean, of 
course, every honest man in the country. 
Mr. Alger says, implicitly, that sheuld the 
truth about these outragescome out Amer- 
ica would be discredited. But our people 
have never believed that the credit which 
comes from hiding crimes is worth having. 
The credit they value is that of fixing crime 
on its perpetrator and punishing him ac- 
cording to law. If there are rotten places in 
our community, they want them shown up 
and cut out—not enameled over and de- 
nied. They desire health, not hypocrisy. 
And they would rather see a thousand 
scoundrels, cowards, and incompetents 
hanged, shot; or sent to jail or other dis- 
grace, than go before the world with a clean 
bill of health which isa lie. They care not 
whether the office of the culprit be high or 
low; let him suffer impartial justice for 
proved cause. 

Mr. Alger went to Camp Wikoff because, 
in my opinion, he was afraid to stay away. 
He made haste to divert public anger from 
himself and from those for whose malfeas- 
ance in office he is responsible, because he 
was responsible for their appointments. He 
said smooth things and did nice things; en- 
larged furloughs and courted popularity 
with the men whom he and his subordinates 
had brought to the threshold of death; but 
of those whom he had pushed across that 
threshold, he says, “ investigation will not 
help matters any; they are things of the 
past.“ His are the conduct and the words 
of the overseer who has maltreated and 
robbed the servants when the master calls 
him to account. He is grieved, he is regret- 
ful, he will make all amends; he loves these 
poor servants and will do anything for them; 
but he hopes he need not deny that he is 
wholly innocent of blame for their condition. 
No one is to blame; orders were mislaid or 
misunderstood, and the men were them- 
selves largely accovmtable for their own con- 
dition, because they did not take proper pre- 
cautions to protect their health. But, says 
Mr. Alger, it is impossible to fix the blame 
on any responsible source. We cannot, we 
do not, find any army officers at fault—only 
men who are employés of the steamship 
companies, and whom we cannot compel to 
answer.“ And he adds: “ I am not disposed 
to criticise in individual instances, because 
during the last two days there has been a 
great change for the better at the camp.”

TIRED OF JOINT CONTROL

VALUABLE AS A NAVAL BASE 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 30.—The State de- 
Partment has not yet been officially advised 
of the reported death of King Malietoa of 
Samoa, and in all likelihood must remain in 
official ignorance of the event for some t. me 
to come owing to the slow means of commu- 
nication at the disposal of the department. 

It is the general impression here thai the 
death of the King will result in the over- } 
throw of the present form of government of 
the islands, maintained, as it is, by the joint 
action of the United States, Great Britain, 
and Germany. 

Official reports to the State department 
show that this government is the most ex- 
pensive and unsatisfactory of any in the 
world, having regard to the population of the 
Samoan group. In the capital city, Apia, 
there is maintained a tripartite munic pal 
government at vast proportionate expense, 
while the reports shcw that thirty-two rate 
payers are obliged to bear the entire cost. 


or some years back the existing arrarge- 


ment for the government of the Samoan 
group has been satisfactory to none of the 
three governments, yet it has been contin- 
ued for the reason that nothing better couid 
be suggested that would be acceptable to the 
three nations 


May Divide the Islands. 


Now there are indications that at least one 
of the parties is coming around to what was 
a favorite plan of settlement of the State de- 
partment—namely: a disruption of the pres- 
ent tripartite government and an absolute 
division of the islands of the group between 
the United States, Great Britain, and Ger- 
many. 

The principal object of our government 
has been to retain possession of a coaling or 
a full naval station in the islands, so as to 
afford a base for naval operations in the 
vicinity of Ausfralasia, as well as to ensure 
an open port for our merchant steamers on 
the long voyage from San Francisco to 
Australia. 

The United States now holds title to some 
ground for a coaling station at Pago Pago 
on the Island of Tuitwila. This island is the 
least in size of any of the group, but is 
more than large enough to support a naval 
station, so that it has been the plan of the 
State department to acquire it as a whole 
in the event of the dissolution of the tri- 
partite agreement. 

Basing the division on the existing in- 
terests of the three nations, Germany, hold- 
ing the largest interest, would take the is- 
land second in size, possessing the capital, 
Apia, while Great Britain would receive the 
largest of the group, but the second in cém- 
mercial importance. 5 

It is probable that among the first duties 
falling to Mr. Hay when he assumes the 
office of Secretary of State will be the con- 
sideration of some plan to tide over the crisis 
expected to follow the death of the King, 


Malietoa’s Long Reign. 


King Malietoa Laupepa of Samoa, who 
died Monday of typhoid fever, had ruled 
in this group of the Polynesian Islands for 
nearly a score of years, with interruptions, 
and was in line of descent from the royal 
familt Malietoa, whose genealogy began 
with he marriage of the High Rocks and 
the Earth Rocks, the progeny of which was 
the earth. Savea was the first Malietoa. 
The islands of Samoa have played an im- 
portant part in international affairs during 
the last two decades, and conferences of the 
nations have shaped their political course. 
Before that time the history of their civiliza- 
tion is identified with that of the many 
groups of Pacific Islands, 

Samoa is a group of fourteen volcanic 
islands in the South Pacific, comprising an 
area of 1,701 square miles, with a popula- 
tion of 86,000. The natives are Polynesians, 
and there are only a few hundred white in- 
habitants, but all are Christians, and the 
schools and churches are uniteh Germany 
and Great Britain are chiefly interested in 
the commerce, which is not extensive, 
amounting to less than $100,000 a year, im- 
ports and exports. 

Malietoa became King in 1880, and ruled 
for seven years, until deposed through trou- 
bles with the Germans, which resulted in 
a bitter war, when he asked protection of 
the United States. Greenebaum, United 
States Minister, established a protectorate, 
which was not recognized by his govern- 
ment, and he was recalled. Malietoa was 
restored to his throne by the terms of a 
treaty embodying the results of the Berlin 
conference. For some time there was trou- 
dle with natives in the interior who sup- 
ported the claims of Tamasese, and the 
State has only within the last few years 
regained a state of peace, 


America’s Rights in Samoa, 


The relations of Samoa to the family of 
nations, as recognized by Great Britain, 
Germany, and the United States, have been 
definitely stated in the treaty. The right of 
the Samoans to elect their own chief or 
King as well as their independence is recog- 
nized and they may choose their own form 
of government. A court is established con- 
sisting of one Judge, who shall be styled 
Chief Justice of Samoa. With certain ex- 
ceptions all future alienation of lands 18 
prohibited. 

The United States has a coaling station at

GET 30-DAY FURLOUGHS. 


Order Received to Send Men 
Home for a Month Before 


Mustering Out. 


MAY TAKE PART IN JUBILEE. 


Troopers of the First Illinois Cavalry sat 
on their horses in the center of the parade 
ground at Fort Sheridan yesterdray and 
heard themselves, welcomed home again.

window of the long barracks building had 
four or five faces peering from it. 

Boys, whose presence high up in the trees 
was attested only by spasmodic waving of 
flags and hats seen through the leaves, 
defied the endeavors of a Fourth Regiment 
detail to remove them outside the boun- 
daries of the parade ground. Newly en- 
listed regulars and returned heroes from 
Santiago sat perched in the little narrow 
windows in the barracks tower. 

The members of the First Cavalry were en- 
compassed around and about not only by 
the girls they left behind them, but also

Heat Causes Discomfort. 

Through it all the troopers sat like ron 
men on their horses in the full glare of the

It was a flerce heat. Two or three people 
in the crowd were overcome by it ana had to 
be ‘carried away, but the troopers sat still 
and sweltered, and after it was all over gave 
a drill and passed in grand review before 
the distinguished guests and the 10,000 peo- 
ple. They threW so much snap and ginger 
into thelr movements and executed them 
with such precision and accuracy that the 
thousands cheered, the trees blossomed with 
agitated flags and hats, and the regular army 
officers who watched the movements of the 
volunteers deelared they were amazed at 
their proficiency. 

The speeches began at 8:30 p. m. and lasted 
until after 5. W. H. Harper, the facher 
of the regiment,” as he is called, was Presi- 
dent of the duy, and made an address in be- 
half of the citizens generally. Colonel E. R. 
Bliss welcomed the troopers home in the 
name of the Governor and of the State of 
Illinois. Congressman George E. Foss bade 
the regiment welcome in behaif of the Presi- 
dent and of hig own Congressional district. 
Ex-Governor Richard J. Oglesby welcomed 
them in the name of the citizens of Illinois 
and Dr. H. S. Taylor, representing Mayor 
Harrison, welcomed them in the name of 
Chicago. 

Last of all Miss Rhoda Kirkhoff wel- 
comed the troopers in the name of their 
mothers, wives, and sweethearts. When it 
was all over the soldiers had no doubt but 
they were welcome. 


Get a Thirty Days’ Furlough. 

The troops were also rejoiced and slightly 
dazed by an order Captain R. P. P. Wain- 
wright received from Washington saying 
that all enlisted men and officers were to be 
given a thirty days’ furlough. It is un- 
derstood that the effect of this will be to 
sem? the men home immediately, to return 
at the end of the month and be mustered 
out. Accouterments will be stored and the 
horses coralled under a small guard until 
turned over to the government. 

This order is the result of the earnest 
work of Chicago citizens, who want the 
regiments to attend the peace jubilee. The 
officers were jubilant when Captain Wain- 
wright told them the news. It means a 
month's extra pay to them, which will make 
up, in part, for their extra expense in equip- 
ping themselves for service. 

As for the enlisted men, they do not care 
whether they go home on furlough or with 
@ discharge from the army. They sing: 
“We want to go home, go home, go home, 
and that’s all there is to it. 

It is probable that the command will begin 
leaving on furlough within a few days. 


Crowds Arrive Early. 


Visitors began arriving at Fort Sheridan 
soon after reveille, and in the early after- 
noon excursion trains from Chicago brought 
thousands, with large delegations from the 
Union League club, the Hamilton club, the 
Board of Trade, the Marquette club, and 
the Chicago Athletic association. 

Soon after 1 o’clock the men, with their 
uniforms as bright as they could be made, 
sat their horses in the company streets wait- 
ing for the order to march. An escort brought 
the distinguished visitors to the speakers’ 
stand, which stood just north of the arch- 
way in the center of the barracks building. 

When he guests were seated Colonel 
Young brought his regiment up and formed 
it directly in front of the stand, with the 
field officers and staff in front. 

William H. Harper told of what the regi- 
ment had done and detailed its experiences 
since it left home. He said he had worked 
to bring the regiment away from Chicka- 
mauga because it was a deadly place and 
he wanted to get the men back where they 
could have fresh air and be nearer home. 


Says Flag Must Stay Up. 


Colonel E. R. Bliss, who spoke in behalf 
of Governor Tanner, was loudly cheered 
when he said: 

“You have, indeed, done well, and de- 
serve and will enjoy the approbation of our 
State and of the nation. You will shortly 
return to the avocations of peace. Perhaps 
your rest shall not be long. Perchance we 
have entered upon a ‘ sea of many troubles.’ 
If it should be so we must abide the issues. 
Our standard, wherever advanced, must be 
sustained.”’ 

Congressman Foss said in part: 

“This war has brought freedom to the 
Island of Cuba. It has given us Porto 
Rico. It has annexed Hawaii. It has un- 
furled our flag over Manila. The Philip- 

ines and the neighboring islands are ours, 
f we will but take them. Humanity de- 
mands that they shall never be returned to 
Spain. If these islands come to us let us 
think of them as coming with solemn re- 
sponsibilities and sacred obligations for us 
to perform. 

Welcome, then, you who have been a 
part of this great contest. We welcome you 
to the sacred duties of American citizen- 
ship. We welcome you to the praise and 
applause of a grateful people.“ 

Ex-Governor Oglesby declared the regi- 
ment had done as much in the way of cheer- 
ful obedience to duty as those that had

SUPERIOR SINKS, 
BUT ALL ON BOARD 
ARE RESCUED. 


Crew Reaches Charlevoix and Tells 

of the Foundering of the Lake 

Michigan Steamer—Disaster Oc- 
curs North of Gull Island. 


Charlevoix, Mich., Aug. 30.—The crew of 
the steamer Superior was brought here this 
morning on the steamer City of Charlevoix, 
and told of the loss of their boat on Lake 
Michigan on Sunday. The first tidings of 
the distress of the Superior came from 
Mackinaw City yesterday, when the schoon- 
er Sandusky arrived there, after having 
been compelled to leave the steamer laboring 
in a heavy sea and flying signals of distress. 
Both boats were ore laden, from Escanaba 
to Toledo, and encoyntered a southwest gale 
on Lake Michigan after passing through 
Poverty Island Passage from Green Bay. 
After the towline to the Sandusky had 
been cast off the crew of the Superior tried 
to save their boat, but it had sprung a bad 
leak, and the water gained on the steam 
pumps. Finally, to prevent his ship being 
sunk in deep water, Captain Eldredge 
beached it on the north side of Gull Island. 
Both Captain and crew remained with the 
boat for several hours, but the heavy sea 
was breaking it up, and they finally took 
to the lifeboats. They then headed for 
Beaver Harbor, and arrived there without 
accident, Their steamer went to pieces that 
evening, however. 

The City of Charlevoix’ put into Beaver 
Harbor last evening and took the ship- 
wrecked men to the mainland. The Superior 
belonged to the old class of small wooden 
steamers, was over a score of years old, and 


practically worthless.
